Marston arrived in this city from 
San Francisco were Portsmouth peo- 
ple given an opportunity to talk with 
those who had actually witnessed the 
horrors of earthquake and fire. 


The fire burned for three days and 


three nights and the only water with 
which- to fight it was that taken from 
the bay. 
It was not possible to 


pump the .nater directly to the en 
gines, as the 'fire burned the hose i: 
long lines were laid. 
Only one 


length of hose could be employed and 
the water from 
the 
bay was not 


available at any 
considerable 
dis 


tance from the water front. 


Solid pipes were used in the San 


Francisco water mains 
and these 


were broken by the earthquake. 
The 


escaping water threatened 
to flood 


the city and it was absolutely neces- 
sary to shut it off. 


Dynamiting 
buildings 
did 
little 


good, for the fire leaiped ' the dyna- 
mited spaces and drove those who 
were fighting It back. 


It seemed as if the fire was guided 


by a malignant 
intelligence. 
The 


flames destroyed everything in their 
path. If a district-was -passed- by, 
the fire returned to it and completed 
the -work of destruction. 


Coals shaken from ranges in res- 


taurants are supposed to have been 
responsible 
for 
the 
conflagration. 


Fires had been started to prepare for 
the early morning trade and 
when 


the earthquake shock was felt those 
in charge of the 
restaurants 
fled. 


Within five minutes after 
the first 


shock, seventeen fires had started in 
different parts of the city. 


Immediately after the earthquake, 


members of the Grocers' Association 
of Alameda, Berkley 
and Oakland 


posted notices on their doors as fol- 
lows: 


clared for a period of thirty days if 
they deemed it necessary. 


Mr. Marstou has a fifty cent piece 


taken from a safe eight inches thick 
which passed through the fire. The 
coin retained its shape, but is nearly 
as black as ebony and looks more 
ike pewter than silver.

The soldiers were merciless in

shot and his body left lying in the 
street for twenty-four hours, with a 
placard upon it reading, "This man 
was shot for looting." 


•Everyone who passed through the 


burned district was forced to go to 
work. 
The Secretary of State of 


California worked for over an hour 
one day scraping bricks until he was 
recognized and released from servi- 
tude. 


Saa Francisco and the cities near- 


by were under martial law and the 
mlitary was supreme. 
No one could 


enter San Francisco without a pass. 
Mr. Marston has such a ipass, which 
he will preserve as an 
interesting 


souvenir. 


The people camping in

During reeeo: excavations OB Mount 


Jouher, commune of Su Goussand, de- 
partment of LA Creuse, a Gallo-Roman 
city has been discovered. 
The un- 


eartniay of a beautiful statue fostered 
the belief 
that further operations 


would reveal the existence of a "man- 
sio. ' disclosing temples and statues of 
great archaeological importance. Cer- 
tain details and peculiarities apper- 
taining to this statue recall 
the fea- 


tures of an Olympian Jupiter, which 
gives its name 10 the mount, "Jovis" — 
Jouner. Then, the discovery of pieces 
of broken tiles with curved edges, an 
unmistakable sign of Roman buildings, 
oxidized nails, earthenware, funeral 
urns and human bones led 10 further 
research, which was soon crowned 
with most satisfactory 
results, inas- 


much ax numerous edifices and pedes- 
tals in use for statues were brought 
to light. 


Here and there are walls deteriorat- 


ed by the effects of time, and others 
built of freestone showing in places 
traces of damage by fire, but otherwise 
in good preservation. Surrounding a 
pretty level surface are other massive 
Walls, which were probably the pro- 
scenium of the open-air circus or thea- 
ter, whose hemicycle can easily be 
traced in its entire development. Close 
by is a residential building in perfect 
preservation, built of freestone, and 
with a wing which appears to have 
been a columbarium — dovecot. 


Further reesarch has led to the dis- 


covery of several coins in perfect pres- 
ervation, most rare and of great nu- 
mismatic value. Among them there is 
an effigy of the Emperor Augustus, 
with the legend I. M. D. X— 12 years B. 
C.; an 
effigy of Tiberius, coined 
at 


Lyons in the year 763; several others 
of Tiberius, Nero and 
Claudius; of 


Herod, in the year 16 of the Christian 
era, and, last tut not least, of Julius 
Caesar, 50 years B. C. 


There are traces of numerous Roman 


roads bifurcating this ancient city, the 
most important leading to 
Limoges, 


whence branching in two lines the one 
led to Bourges and the other to Cler- 
niont. Other curios discovered are a 
funeral lamp dating from the thir- 
teenth century and a phylactery con- 
taining a fragment of bone supposed of 
St. Leoban and \alued at 10,000 francs 
by an inspector of the national mu- 
seums of Franca. The commune of St. 
Goussand, owing to its archaeological 
treasures and its geographical position, 
is one deserving the attention of the 
antiquary and the tourist. From the 
summit of Mount Jouther a marvelous 
panoramic view extends to a distance 
of many miles. To the south Limoges 
is clearly seen, to the north there is 
soufleraine, to the eas_t_lh£re_is- Mati- 
perg, and awa/ beyond there is the 
beautiful Puy de Dome and the Mont 
Dore, the Mont Gargan and the range 
of lulls which extends from the north 
of La Correze to Montron. The view is 
simply admirable. 


Further excavations will take place 


and will doubtless bring to light other 
quaint and valrablc antiquities. This 
interesting Gallo-Roman city, so long 
buried in oblivion, will reappear with 
its temples, its residential dwellings, 
its statues, etc , to the delight of the 
beholder eager to view a town which 
for many centuries has remained hid- 
den under ground. It is but fair to add 
that these excavations are due to the 
initiative of this Abbe Dercier, the of- 
ficiating priest of St. Goussaud.

The rich south supersedes the penni- 


less south. With a population of 5,- 
000,000 or 6,000,000 less than the popu- 
lation ot the entire country in 1SCO, 
the wealth of the 14 southern states is 
now greater than the wealth of the en- 
tire country in i860. The average in- 
crease per year between 1900 and 1905 
was more than three times the average 
increase per year between 1890 and 


1000. 
The advance in southern wealth 


since the turn 01 the century is imme- 
diately connected with the betterment 
of the cotton 
situation, through the 


systcmatization of its making antl 
handling the cotton crop. Since 1900 
the output of southern coal mines has 
increased from 49,000,000 to 70.000.C10 
tons a year, the oil wells from 17,000,- 
000 to 60,000,000 barrels. Agriculture, 
raining, lumbering and manufacturing, 
based upon these elemental industries, 
railroad construction, internal trade, 
and foreign commerce added last year 
to The true w?alth at the rate of ?2,- 
750,000 a day.

NO MORE BIG GUNS.

CAXNOV TOO OBEAT. 


Only On* la the Country Is at Sandy 


Hook — Others Planned Will 


Wot Be Built on Account 


of Expense. 


General Crozier. chief or ordnance of 


the anny, said lately that while the 
l«-lnch gun at Sandy Hook. N. J.. will 
continue as a part of the defense of 
New York harbor. It is not at all likely 
that the government will build any 
more guns of that caliber. 
The 10- 


Inch gun m-as built at the \Vatervllle 
arsenal and is the only one In exist- 
ence. 
It weighs 126 tons, or about 


252,000 pounds, its weight being 49% 
feet and the diameter at the breech six 
feet two inches. 
In the early experi- 


ments it -was found that more than 
half a ton of powder, costing $265, was 
needed to fire the projectile. The lat- 
ter cost |600. 


The government might have stood 


this outlay were it not for the discov- 
ery that a small regiment of men was 
required to handle the piece properly 
and also that it was next to impossible 
to get a safe carriage for the enormous 
weapon. 
About three times as many 


men were required to handle the 16- 
Inch gun as were needed to care for a 
12-Inch. 


The government had 
planned to 


build 40 such guns, IS to be placed at 
Sandy Hook, ten at San 
Francisco, 


eight at Boston and four at Hampton 
Roads. The great point made for the 
gun was that its projectile would sink 
a battleship if it bit. Its range was 
about 21 miles, or in other words, if 
fired with the proper elevation, the gun 
could send a projectile from Sandy 
Hook to City Hall park. 
The projec- 


tile is 64 inches long and weighs 2.S70 
pounds. The largest army guns in uss 
now are the 12-inch guns. 


Col. 
Greer, the ordnance officer in 


charge of the Sandy 
Hook 
proving 


grounds, says that 
the 
experiments 


with this gun, while showing that the 
gun could do all that was expected of 
it In one way, have nevertheless con- 
vinced the experts that as.a weapon 
it is too costly. 
' 


''The gun now at Fort 
Hancock," 


he, "was ordered, I think, about seven 
years ago, when it was decided to in- 
crease the caliber of our largest weap- 
on for coast defense from 12 to 16 
inches. 
At that time England 
was 


having a number of such guns made 
and great things were predicted for 
them. 
All of the English guns were 


failures. 
Our own gun was complet- 


ed several years ago and 
has been 


fired perhaps half a dozen times in 
proving it. In one way it was a suc- 
cess, as it has done all that was pre- 
dicted for it in range and effectiveness. 
There is no doubt of the result if it 
ever hit anything. 


"On the other hand, however, every 


'discharge of the gun is tremendously 
cosily in the amount of labor required 
and in the expense of the charge. The 
gun is a little more likely, perhaps, 
to miss the target than a smaller gun. 
and a miss is pretty costly. Taking It 
all in all, it would seem as though sev- 
eral guns of smaller caliber would be 
more effective than one 16-inch gun. 
That is the conclusion drawn, I think, 
by most experts who have looked into 
the matter. It Is not at all likely, in 
my opinion, that the government will 
ever build another one, although, of 
course, the gun now at Sandy Hook 
will probably be kept there." 


Japan's Progress. 


Japan is rapidly pushing its way for- 


ward, and already is recognized in tho 
family ot nations as an equal. Late th 
December the charge d'affaires of Ja- 
pan in Washington informed the sec- 
retary of state that the mikado had ap- 
pointed Viscount Siuzo Aoki as ambas- 
sador to the United States. Hitherto 
Japan has been represented here as in 
other countries by a diplomatist of no 
higher rank thnn minister plenipoten- 
tiary. Under provisions of law the 
president has power, now that Japan 
has acted, to raise the American lega- 
tion in Tokio to the rank of, an em- 
bassy. Japan is planning to send am- 
bassadors to London and to Berlin, as 
well as to Washington. No ambitiovs 
American evcnosc more rapidly in tho 
soci.il scale than the Japanese. 
It is 


loss than ten years since the Japanese 
courts were regarded as having be- 
come civilized enough to try foreigners 
without the intervention of the consul 
representing the nation of the accused, 
and now the Japanese are 
receiving, 


the respect due to equals in the discus- j 
sion of International affairs.—Youth's 
Companion.

Andrew Carnegie and tbe system of 
spelling reform -which he is so evi- 
dently in earnest in desiring to pro- 
mote has been carried too far. Th' 
general public, in fact, has but little 
Idea of just a-ihat the 
changes are 


which Mr. Carnegie and his associ- 
ates desire to have incorporated 
They are neither so many nor so dras- 
tis as some would have us believe. A 
list of the rules of simplified spelling 
which we are being urged at presen 
to adopt is as follows:

Tbe eighth rule is certainly sup- 


ported by common sense, as are Uie 
fifteenth and the sixteenth, as are ai 
•MO lie eighteenth 
and 
t&« olae- 


eeth. the former of these last two 


standing a most excellent chance of 
adoption. 


And these complete the list. Most 


certainly their adoption would 
not 


make our language appear monstrous 
nor would ibis sort of phonetic (fo- 
netic) spelling reduce it to Josh Bil 
lings caiibre. There are still remain- 
ing u> us uniform rules, which woult 
have to be learned just as the rules 
of today are learned. The new spell- 
ing would not do away with the pub- 
lic schools, as some seem to fear, and 
there is no likelihood that jt wo-i'.d 
tear down the pillars c? the republic. 
The proposed new rules, as a whole, 
are sensible and few, and may -well 
make great headway in the next few 
years.

ngs from his salary the fact is high- 
y creditable to him. Since retiring 
rom the office he has written ocea- 
iionally for publication, but cannot 
lave found the employment remun- 
erative. His pen is slow and some- 
what heavy, 


Mr. Bryan, on the other hand, has 


made everything pay but the la>w. He 
eems to have been about as much 
of a failure at the bar as Mr. Cleve- 
and. 
But from the day he 
struck 


politics his talents developed and his 
uck began. 
He 
found his way to 


Congress. He prospered as a lectur- 
ed. He made fair wages as a newspa- 
per writer. 
And he was abundantly 


prosperous as an editor and proprie- 
tor He has capitalized his- versatili- 
ty at a high figure, and deserves his 
accumulations. His dollars ha\e all 
come to him legitimately. 


As for the difference of these two 


men on the country's money question, 
may they not be referred more to en- 
vironment than to anything else? As 
a citizen of New York, surrounded by 
gold influences and elected to office 
by them, Mr. Cleveland took his cue 
from them. There is nothing to sho* 
in his deliverances that he is, or ever 
was, a profound student of finance. He 
stood up stoutly for what his friends 
and sponsors demannded in that line, 
aad won his fight. As a citizen of 
Nebraska, surrounded by silver influ- 
ences and elected to office by them, 
Mr. Bryan took his cue from them.

It does this: It 
brings up the reserve forces of the 
body and throws them into action, 
with the result that when these are 
used up there is nothing to fall back 
upon. Its effect is precisely like a 
general throwing the bulk of his 
army into the fray and then bring- 
ing up, as fast as he can, all his re- 
serves and throwing them in also.

maguey throughout the republic. "I 
am fully willing to acknowledge that 
pulque, when at its best, is perhaps 
the 
most healthy, cheapest, 
and 


pleasantest to drink of light alco- 
holic beverages, but the fact of the 
matter is that it rarely gets into the 
hands of the consumers when at its 
best. 
Pulque is usually sold over 


the counters of pulquerias In Mex- 
ico as a sour, whitish, scmi-putres- 
cent drink, with ]ust enough alco- 
hol mixed with the various toxic re- 
sults o? Its O.eco:nposition to pro- 
duce a semi-lethargy which appears 
to bear the same relation to the jo- 
vial alcoholic drunk that a night- 
mare does to a pleasant revery. 
It 


takes a good deal of time and but 
little money to get drunk on pulque 
and more time and often money to 
get over the effects of the drink. The 
brain 
is 
softened, 
the 
digestion 


ruined and the nerves paralyzed by 
the 
long^ontinued 
use 
of 
this 


subtle poison. 
It is said that $20,- 


000 a day is spent for pulque in the 
City of Mexico, and as each dollar 
spent involves at the smallest esti- 
mate the loss of time and other re- 
sults costing ?2, the pulque-drinking 
habit makes the working class of 
the City of Mexico poorer to the ex- 
tent of $1,800,000 a month, leaving 
entirely out of consideration the dis- 
astrous moral and social results of 
pulque drinking. N'o large employer 
of labor will get his men 
from 


pulque districts if any other is 
available."—Modern Mexico.

The following guiding principles 


are formulated to control the work 
of the Catholic temperance move- 
ment: 


It Is the duty of this society to at- 


tempt the salvation of all those in- 
jured by strong drink, 1 from relig- 
ious motives, as In this line of be- 
nevolent 
work 
Catholic societies 


have hitherto been notably deficient; 
2 from patriotic motives, since Ger- 
many is behind other countries la 
temperance work. 


The great need is propagandizing. 


Temperance teaching must be urged 
as a help to the weak and as useful 
to all in giving definite knowledge of 
the hygienic, economic, and moral 
advantages of temperance. We must 
give great attention, also, to devis- 
ing means by which inebriate asy- 
lums and people's homes may be es- 
tablished, the former for reclaiming 
drunkards, the latter for preventing 
drunkenness. The foundation or or- 
ganization of temperance brother- 
hoods Is a necessity both to help the 
drunkard and to give well-disposed 
Christians a means of doing mission- 
ary work in this direction. 


Great importance ia attached to 


the distribution, in hospitals, pris- 
ons, and intelligence offices, of Cath- 
olic temperance literature, such as 
periodicals, leaflets, and articles in 
the Sunday and daily papers. 


Instruction in the family is se- 


cured by means of books, pictures, 
and charts 
Children are warned 


against the use of drinks containing 
alcohol, as their food value is small 
and they are injurious to the child's 
organism.

dation of inebriate homes for drunk- 
ards T,ho have bscn released from 
insane asylums.
